W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the law in Ireland as to 
costs in actions for libel : 



Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
5 with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same as follows : 



1. In all actions for libel in Ireland, where the jury shall give 
damages under forty shillings, the plaintiff shall not be entitled 

10 to more costs than damages. 

2. This Act for all purposes may be cited as the Libel Act 
(Ireland), 1877.
